The format haschanged to allow more demonstrations, moreinteraction, and more opportunities for farmersto hone their skills in a variety of areas.Agricultural Education, Innovation, andConnections is the theme of the expo, whichwill be held Jan. 14 and 15 in Florence. Several optimization clinics—which allowfarmers to optimize performance from theirequipment—will be offered onWednesday, Jan. 14. JohnDeere, New Holland, CaseIH, and other companies aredoing Combine Clinics in themorning, and Hay EquipmentClinics will be offered for cattlemenand livestock producers in the after-noon.“The idea is for exhibitors and farmersto interact via clinics, demonstrations, andother forums over the two days at the expo.These are opportunit ies for growers toimprove on eff iciency and production,”explained Jody Martin, Director of the S.C.AgriBiz Expo. Wednesday is also Youth Day, with KirbyPlayer of Clemson University taking the lead incoordinating activities. Special programs,clinics, and education will be targeted towardFFA and any student interested in agriculture.The S.C. Department of Agriculture will hostthe Agritourism Mini Conference this day aswell.  

The food wil l  be different this year.Wednesday’s lunch will be offered by theS.C. Pork Producers Association andThursday’s lunch by the S.C. Seafood Alliance.Sea Eagle Market will cater both meals withfresh S.C. Certified foods, cooked fresh onsite.Later in the afternoon on Wednesday, Dr.Kendall Kirk, Clemson Precision Ag Specialist,wil l  conduct the Precision Ag DataManagement Clinic. Its purpose is to teachfarmers how to usethe crop yield datathey get from theirequipment.  Anotherexciting presentationwill be given by ChrisRobson of CaronEast,a company that sells

agricultural unmanned aircraft systems, or“UAS,” often referred to as drones. He will dis-cuss the data collection capabilities and theirconnections to grower’s precision ag tools. The popular Taste of South Carolina willwrap up the first day, featuring S.C. productsand the S.C. Chef Ambassadors. Registrationis required for this event. Thursday will be Farm Bureau Day, withFarm Bureau members getting in free. Theday will kick off with the Commissioner’sBreakfast, which benefits theCommissioner ’s School forAgriculture. Throughout the daymany exhibitors wil l  offerdemonstrations in theirbooths. These demos will be an excit-ing, interactive education andconnection between the farmers andexhibitors. “We have seven differenttime slots, and each exhibitor can do a 10-to15-minute demonstration in his booththroughout the day,” Martin said. “Farmers canselect what they want to see, and the exhibitorcan talk to a dozen farmers at one time anddemonstrate their products and services.”One of Thursday’s special sessions is“Benefits of Improving Soil Health” featuringBuz Kloot, a professor at the University ofSouth Carolina. He will talk about the use ofcover crops on the farm.   Clemson will offer a special ContainedAnimal Manure Management (CAMM) Trainingfor poultry growers as well as the Small FarmerMini Conference. This conference is titled“Resources and Markets for EmergingAgricultural and Food Entrepreneurs.”

“People need to come both days to take in allthe agricultural education, innovation, and con-nections offered at the 2015 SC AgriBiz &Farm Expo.”  Martin said.The Expo wil l  be held at the FlorenceCivic Center from 9a.m. – 5 p.m. on Jan.14 and 15. Lamb Pot Pie

This lamb pot pie recipe ishearty enough to stand up tocold holidays. It also usesbiscuits as the topping, so itadds a Southern twist to thedish. 
2 pounds diced bacon6 pounds lamb shoulder, cut in 2-inch pieces2 potatoes, washed and cut into 1-inch cubes2 parsnips, peeled and cut into ½ inch rounds2 carrots, peeled and cut into ½ inch rounds2 sweet potatoes, cut into 1-inch cubes1 cup celery root, peeled and cut into 1-inch cubes3 cloves of garlic, minced1 onion, diced2 teaspoon fresh thyme2 bay leaves1 cup red wine½ cup water4 cups beef stock2 teaspoon sugar¾ cup all purpose flour 10 biscuit dough rounds 

Cook bacon over med-highheat unti l  ful ly browned.Remove the bacon (not fat)and reserve for later. Sauteeonion in the bacon fatuntil translucent. Add flourand cook over low heatfor 5 minutes, stirring con-stantly. Add liquid ingredientsand bring to boil; stir con-stantly. Once at boil, turn tolow, and add all remainingingredients. Cook at a softsimmer until the lamb is verytender. Stir periodically.Season with salt and pepperto taste. Pour into a shallow pan andlet cool to room temperature.Spoon cooled stew intooven-proof bowls. Top eachbowl with biscuit dough(enough to cover). You mayneed to use several pieces ofdough. The rustic look is justfine. Bake the prepared bowlsin oven at 350 degrees untilthe biscuits rise and aregolden brown.

Clemson’s Special Blue Cheese is Back
Clemson’s renowned Blue Cheese, a tastyclassic of the South, is once again on the wayto becoming a household name.Clemson Blue Cheese has a fascinatinghistory. The first Clemson University BlueCheese was cured in Stumphouse MountainTunnel in 1941.  Today it is produced onClemson’s campus and packaged at NewmanHall.The boost to the popular cheese came afterWatson and Lisa Dorn of Hickory Hill Milk werenamed to take over production and marketingof the blue cheese. Andrea Meadows ofClemson heads the overall operation. Both Clemson grad-uates, the Dorns werealready producing old-fashioned whole milk.All of their milk is non-homogenized, whichkeeps from destroyingvaluable enzymes.Hickory Hil l  Milk inEdgefield is a memberof the Certified S.C.program.Dorn said thatClemson had beenusing homogenizedmilk all those years,but the rest of theworld uses non-homogenized whole milk for blue cheese. “Weknew we needed to tweak the formula,” hesaid. He contacted world-renowned cheeseauthority Neville McNulton, a native of NewZealand who now lives in St. Louis, to helptheir cheese maker, Anthony Pounders, perfectthe recipe.McNulton visited Clemson several times tooversee the process. By April of this year,the cheese reached the specific goals hehad set, and the first batch was set to age.Today the cheese is made exclusively fromfresh, old-fashioned milk from Hickory Hill,and Pounders has become a MasterCheesemaker.Clemson Blue Cheese is an artisan cheese,

made the old fashioned way. Each 288-gallonvat makes a batch of about 240 pounds, whichis then salted, waxed, and aged for six months.When it is ready, each hoop is scraped andpackaged by hand. Each lot is kept separate,and strenuous record keeping assures qualityat every step. The first batch of cheese was ready for salein September. It is available at The ’55Exchange and East Side Food Court inClemson, online from the website, and atBi-Los in the Upstate. Sysco Food Service ishandling distribution to restaurants. “It’s amazing the response we’ve gottenfrom high-end restau-rants,” Dorn said.“Many years ago, someof them advertisedthat they only usedClemson Blue Cheese,and they are very excit-ed to get it again.”Since the Dorns tookover production anddistribution, they hadthe name “ClemsonBlue Cheese” trade-marked. Watson is also re-sponsible for ClemsonBlue Cheese saladdressing, which isbeing co-packed by Dukes SandwichCompany, another Certified S.C. member. “Wetake them the crumbles, and they blend it forus, using Hickory Hill buttermilk. Then it comesback here for sale,” Dorn explained. GerradBruce of Duke Sandwich Co. is also a Clemsongraduate. Due to special vacuum-sealed packaging,Clemson Blue Cheese has a long shelf life. Itcan be stored in the freezer or refrigerator forup to three months. Once opened, it will storefor up to three weeks. Christmas Eve Clam Chowder
1 stick butter1 8 oz. can minced clams, drained. Save the liquid.In a large saucepan melt butter and sauté clams for 15 minutes.Add:3 cans of New England clam chowder3 cans cream of potato soup1 quart milk2 cups Half and HalfSalt and pepperReserved clam liquidSimmer and serve.
Blanche’s Tomato Pie
This one is a little harder to share because I make itdifferently each time. I find by using cream cheese the pie isnot quite as runny. This summer I had the privilege of servingas a judge for a tomato pie contest. It was a really good ideauntil about the 10th pie!  However, I found some interesting combinations you mightlike to know about. Some pies had an egg to help hold thefilling together, more like quiche. Some had goat cheese,not my favorite, or bacon. One of the contestants had addedhot sauce and topped with Parmesan cheese. I did like thatone.   Here is a rough go at the measurements for my pie. Youcan find tomatoes at the State Farmers Market year ‘round.I think the ones I get at the Market are better than in thegrocery store, but I won’t swear by it. 
1 9” pie crust½ yellow onion, chopped, or one bunch of spring onions, diced4 nice sized tomatoes, sliced and placed on paper towels to drain¼ cup fresh basil, julienned 1 cup grated cheese: sharp cheddar, Monterey jack or gruyere4 ounces cream cheese¼ cup mayonnaise¼ cup sour creamSalt and pepperFrank’s Hot Sauce, optional
Mix together the cream cheese, mayonnaise, sour cream,hot sauce and basil and let that sit overnight.The next day, place pie crust in pan and bake at 350degrees for 8 to 10 minutes, until slightly brown.You can sauté the chopped onion but I usually don’t. Layersalted and peppered tomato slices, onion and cream cheesemixture. I usually do two layers. Top with grated cheese andbake at 350 degrees for about 30 to 45 minutes. I actually triple this recipe and line a 9 x 13-inch pan withthe crusts, which makes it more like a casserole than a pie.Try your own variations.

and other hardwoods.  “For those who haven’talready made their selections, now is the timeto act,” said Tim Adams, SCFC ResourceDevelopment Director.  “Planting conditions aregood over much of the state; soil moisture isoptimal because of the recent rainfall.” The purpose of the Forestry Commission’sseedling program is to provide a diverse selec-tion of genetically improved seedlings to landowners for timber and Christmas tree produc-tion as well as wildlife and wetland habitatimprovements. Seedling orders can be shipped via UnitedParcel Service (UPS) or picked up at theCommission’s Taylor Nursery in EdgefieldCounty.
